Experienced Cruiser Describes Split 
*. 2) Lake Conditions 

Interesting observations with regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re- 
gion (the ‘southern part ‘of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found in the 
1911 report of the. Director of Forest- 
ry, published as part of the Annual 
Report 6f the Department of the In- 
terior for 1911; ‘ 

Mr.-J. T. G. Whyte, an exper- 
jJenced timber cruiser -and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
in discharge of, his duty) reports on 
the conditions of the forest around 
Split Lake on ar area of about 2400 
square miles. This whole. territory 
was criginally covered with forest. 
The felanc: in Split Lake still bear 
Spruco, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway ties, poles 
and luitber. 

All the rest of the country has been 
burned. over atileast once within the 
past forty or fifty years, and the tim- 
ber which dates from. the last fire, 
rarely exceeds three or four inches 
in diameter. The shores of Split 
Lake have been burned over, on an 
average once every season. For- 
tunately in this district the soll ‘is 
usually dep, and can always support 
another crop of trees. The presence 
of merchantable forests in protected 
situations proves that the young for- 
est now started will become sufficient- 
ly valuable to support sawmill and 
pulp indusrtrie; and supply a large 
population, if it can be protected from 
fire. Very little of the land  trav- 
ersed by Mr. Whyte is suitable for 
agriculture: : 

Mr. J. T. Blackford, fire ranger at 
Oxford House, reports similar condi- 
tions on about 5400 square miles of 
territcry in that region.

Thfeshing With Oxen 


The methods and implements of ag- 
riculture in Cyprus are still somewhat 
primitive, and the light’ wooden 
plough, drawn by oxen, merely turns 
up the sofl a few inches. Steam 
ploughs, self-binders, etc., are ‘un- 
known here but every effort is being 
made by the Agricultural Department 
to induce the peasantry to adopt more 
scientific methods and modern imple- 
ments. : 

Ploughing commences in January, 
after the winter rains, and about 
March:or April the field is cross 
ploughed. Sowing begins, as a rule, 
after the autumn rains, and the har- 
vest takes place at the end of May, 
June, July, and Atgust. The grain 
is threshed out in a peculiar manner. 


and threshed out by means'of a yoke 
of oxen, attached to a board studded 
with fiints, on which sits the driver 
and the combined weight of the driver 
and the roughness or the flints breaks 
the grain. The straw, which is 
mueh broken in this process, is mixed 
with chaff, and used as fodder.

Vice-President Bury’ la Much Interes- 
ted In the Subject 


Vice-president Bury, of the Cana 
dian Pacific Railway, while.in Calgary 
reurning from a tfip to the Coast, 
said the company is very much in- 
terested in the question of mixed 
farming, and will do everything in its 
power to encourage the farmers to 
engage to a greater extent in this 
branch of agriculture.

He has 
eight councillors, or jurors, and he 
decides cases lhat come up before 
him with their aid. 

The Chaudri's post is a life ap- 
pointment.

The elected man from precedence 
should have beer a juror, should be a 
man of good birth, education, and 
character The barber fraternity of 
Madras now consists of 160 Moham- 
medan barbers, and will meet at the 
Mohem:nedan barbers’ mosque in 
Portvguese Church Street, North 
Georgetown, which is supported by 
the Mohammedan Larbers of Madras, 
and by the fines levied by the Chaud- 
ri, to etect their Chaudri from ene of 
the. jurors, and place on the jury one 
of their own men.
